4_n Authority Who Thinks Birds Incapa- 


ble of Carry I ii u Contagion. 


Persons interested in birds have re- 


cently 
been 
debating the 
question 


whether these cultures arc capable of 
toutractiug diseases from human beiugs 
or of transmitting disease to human bo- 
ings. Expert opiuiou seems to be di- 
vided. On tho one hand Dr. K. R-ulf, 
director of Geficrdorte Welt, iu a receut 
letter to the president of the Acclima- 
tion society, asserts that tho transmis- 
sion of auy disease from a bird to a 
man and vice versa is absolutely impos- 
sible. Says Dr. Rulf: 


"For more than 80 years I have been 


occupied iu keeping, 
observing 
and 


raising exotic birds of plumage; conse- 
quently I have had occasion to deal with 
them when ill. Every bird that has died 
has been examined, and I have thus dis- 
sented during about SO years several 
hundred parakeets. I have always kept 
these birds during their illness, some- 
times for a considerable period, iu my 
apartment, which is somewhat restrict- 
ed in size, being composed of only six 
rooms for four grown persons nud four 
children. During all this period I have 
not had a single case of sickness iu my 
family, although the birds have had all 
possible kinds of maladies. I am also 
confirmed in my belief by tho fact that 
I havo allowed no opportunity to pass 
of asking for information on tho subject 
from tho principal dealers iu birds at 
Hamburg, Cologne, London, Liverpool, 
Antwerp, Amsterdam, Rotterdam, Mar- 
seilles and Bordeaux whenever they had 
sick birds in considerable numbers. Iu 
no case was I informed that any one, 
either a member of the family or an em- 
ployee, had been attacked in the house of 
one" of these merchants, and I obtained 
the samo information from the directors 
of tho great zoological gardens at Paris 
and London. No contagion—and I can- 
not insist too strongly on this point— 
could ever bo established." 


These, however, are all negative facts 


and would fail to stand against even 
one authenticated case of tho transmis- 
sion of disease to or from pet birds. 
Such cases, it is believed, have been 
proved to exist by Dr. Laboulbouo, who 
communicates an account of his investi- 
gations to the bulletin of tho Acclima- 
tion society. 


Tho Hotel Didn't ISurn, but If It Uuil Hu 


Would IInvo Been Fixed. 


"Do you bcliovc that wo are some- 


times forewarned of great dangers?" 
asked t!io commercial traveler. "Did 
you ever have—what you call it?—pre- 
monitions?

I had to put up at a 
junction hotel, and they sent mo clear 
up to the top of tho building into one 
of those rooms with a slauted coiling.

understand? While I was looking out of 
tho window n freight train went by, 
and the ougiue throw out a million 
sparks.

There'll bo 40 
trains going by ou these two roads to- 
night, and it's a four to one shot that 
this hotel is goiug to cntch lire.' I 
looked out again. There wasn't auy firo 
escape, and they didu't havo any rope 
in tfio room. You see, iu a good many 
places like that they havo a big coil of 
ropo iu ouo corner and a sign that says, 
'In case of fire take hold of tho rope and 
jump.' A mau reads that sign and then 
ho can't sleep all night. 
" Well, I looked out of the window 


again, and a switch eugine pulled past 
and shot out a lot of live cinders aa big 
as your fist. Than settled it. I went over 
to tho bod and fouiid it had two sheets. 
I took out my pencil and figured that I 
could toar each sheet into four strips, 
and, allowing for tho knots, each sheet 
would make about 34 feet of firo escape, 
although, of course, there would be 
some waste where I would have to tie it 
to the bed. I figured that I could push 
the bed over to tho window, fasten one 
eud of my rope to the headboard nud 
play oub about 45 feet. I had it all 
fixed—somo water all ready in the bowl, 
so as to dampen tho knots aud pull them 
hard. Of course I still bad some dis- 
tauco to fall after I got to the end of 
my ropo, but that was all right. You 
know, as soou as I had my ropo fixed I 
was going to drop tho mattress, so as to 
have something to fall ou. 


"I took my oardcnse, watch, mouey 


and keys and tied them in n handker- 
chief, which I very carefully placed ou 
tho wiudow sill, so that it would not 
be overlooked in tho hurry of getting 
away. Thoro didn't seem to bo anything 
else that I could do until tho alarm was 
givou, so I turned iu and fell asleep 
right away. 1 wasn't worrying, because 
I was ready, uo matter what happened. 
I had been asleep about threo minutes, 
it seemed to mo, wbeu somebody pound- 
ed at my door and told mo to got up; 
that it was 7 o'clock. 
I got up aud 


dressed, aud yon can imagine how badly 
I was disappointed. 
Oh, I was sore! 


But, say, suppose tho hotel had cnught 
firo. Wouldn't that havo been a star 
story?"—Chicago Record.

Genghis Khan's Dominions. 


Mrs. 
Mary Shears Roberts, in her se- 


ries of "Historic Dwarfs" in St. Nich- 
olas, writes of Casun, who was in the 
service of Genghis Khan. Mrs. Roberts 
says: 


After the great Mongolian had con- 


quered China, Persia and all central 
Asia his empire became one of the most 
formidable ever established. It extend- 
ed from the Pacific oceau ou tho cast to 
the river Dnieper iu European Russia 
aud was a wider realm tliau Egyptian, 
Greek or Roman conqueror ever knew. 
Tho kings of Armenia and Georgia, tho 
eniirs of Persia, the grand dnkt.>s of Rus- 
sia and numerous other potentates were 
compelled to pay tribute to Genghis 
Khan, uucl they were all obliged to 
make the long journey to Karakoruiu in 
person or by their representatives. 


This tov/n, the capital of the largest 


empire that ever existed, was little 
more than a city of tents. It afterward 
became the residence of tbo famous 
Knbhu Khan, as Marco Polo tells us, 
but every vestige of it has disappeared. 


Genghis Khan at last retired from 


active service to lead a quiet life in tho 
enjoyment of the wealth he had ac- 
quired at the expense of so much toil 
and blood. The jrumerous khans and 
generals were commanded to return, 
a::d they came back iucnmbered with 
the spoils of war. They all assembled 
on a vast plain somo 20 miles in extent, 
and, according to one historian, even 
this great field could scarcely contain 
all the tents of the. countless hosts. Tho 
emperor's quarters alone were sis miles 
around. An enormous -white tent capa- 
ble of containing 2,000 people was 
spread over his throne, on which was 
carefully placed the bit of blac'c carpet 
used at his coronation. 


Tho Venom of tho Cobra Is rjeadly Al- 


most. Beyond Belief. 


It was in the autumn of 1891 that 


Calmette, while actiug ns director of 
tho Baotoriological institute of Saigon, 
Cochin China, first comineuced his ex- 
periments on the neutralization of ser- 
pent venom in the animal system. Ho 
had exceptional opportunities in tho 
matter of serpent venom wherewith to 
carry out his investigations, inasmuch 
as a baud of cobras had recently attacked 
a village in the vicinity of Bao-Liou, 
aud by order of the governor of tho dis- 
trict 110 fewer than 00 specimens of the 
terrible Naja tripudians, or cobra do ca- 
pello, were forwarded in a barrel to the 
institute. 


Forty of these reptiles arrived alive, 


and several were at once sacrificed to 
secure their venom glands. Each gland, 
resembling both in size and shape a 
shelled almond, contains about 30 drops 
of vonom, and in this transparent limp- 
id liquid is embodied a toxine of extraor- 
dinary strength. As is well known, this 
oobra is the most dreaded of all serpejits, | 
and it is widely distributed over India, 
Burma, Sumatra, Java, Malacca and 
Cochki China. Until Calmette, however, 
sot to work to systematically study the 
nature of this reptile's venom, but little 
precise or reliable information had been 
obtained as to its character. 
It was, of 


course, necessary in the first instance to 
ascertain, within as narrow a limit as 
possible, the exact degree of toxic power 
inherent in tho venom, and to deter- 
mine, if possible, tho prociso closo lethal 
in respect of each variety of animal ex- 
perimented upon. 


A correct calculation of tho quantity 


of venom required iu every case was, 
however, found to bo quite impossible, 
for sn virulent, is tho poison that a sin- 
gle drop of an emulsion produced by 
pounding up S glands in 300 grams 
of distilled water is sufficient, whou in- 
troduced into the vein of a rabbit's car, 
to kill it in five minutes. All the mam- 
mals to which Calmutte administered 
this cobra venom, rinrh as moiikoys, 
dogs, rabbits, guinea pigs, rats, suc- 
nuinbod more or less quickly, according 
to tho si7.11 of tiie dose.—-Longman's 
Magazine.

SENATE WILL NEXT TACKLE IT. 


Shortly After Midnight the Members of 


the 
Lower Branch of Cougress Ap- 


proved of the Work of the Conference 
Committee by a Vote of 185 Yeas to 
118 Nay»—The Vote Analyzed. 


Washington, July 20.—The confer- 


ence report on the 
tariff 
bill was 


adopted by the house 
shortly 
after 


midnight by a vote of 185 to 118, and 
at noon the report was sent to the 
senate for action there. This eclipses 
all previous records. The result was 
accomplished after 1 hours of contin- 
ued debate. But two speeches 
were 


.made by the Republicans, one by Gov- 
ernor Dingley in opening the debate, 
and one by Mr. Payne of New York iu 
closing it. The Democrats were thus 
forced 
to 
put forth 
speaker 
after 


speaker, but -their 
bombardment 
of 


the Republican position was unan- 
swered. 


In all 10 Democratic and one Popu- 


list 
speeches 
were 
made, 
Messrs. 


Wheeler of Alabama; Swanson of Vir- 
ginia, Ball of Texas, Lanhan 
(Tex.), 


Kelly (N. D.}, Fleming (Ga.), Handy 
(Del.), McDowell (O.), Berry 
(Ky.), 


Bailey (Tex.) and 
McMillin 
(Tenn.), 


being the speakers. 


The sugar schedule was the 
main 


point ol assault but the most interest- 
ing 
feature of the 
debate occurred 


•when Mr. Bailey and Mr. McMillin, the 
two rival Democratic leaders, crossed 
swords on the question of orthodoxy of 
the free raw 
material 
doctrine, the 


former opposing and the latter cham- 
pioning It. 


The galleries were crowded up to the 


time the vote was taken, many distin- 
guished people being present. Among

These Scaly Fliers Arc Plentiful In Tropic 


I>eep Water*. 


Tho flying fish loves deep water aud 


is found throughout the length and 
breadth of tropical seas. Ho is fond oi 
feeding near tho gulf weed of tho Sar- 
gasso and deposits his stringy, glutinous 
spawn on its yellow branches. Vessels 
X)und from New York to tho Caribbeo 
islands, upon reaching the "horse lati- 
tudes," sometimes encounter vast quan- 
:ites of drifting weed, strung out into 
[ong ribboulike patches about .in eighth 
of a mile apart. Among tho goldeu 
weed, with its delicate leaves aud glob- 
ular seeds, exists a curious family of 
cuttlefish, crabs, inollueks and Email 
fishes. Upon, these the flying fish preya, 
and thoy in turn, devour its spawn. 
Every plunge of tho steamer as she 
plows through the blue tropical waters 
frightens dozens of flying fish into the 
air, where they scatter iu all directions, 
with tho sunlight glistening on theii 
gauzy wings. 


The flying fish of the Atlantic attains 


a length of nearly ouo foot and a breadth 
between wing tips of 11 inches. Ho 
has a round, compact body, about about 
ouo inch in diameter near tho pectoral 
fins or wings. There is also 'an auxil- 
iary pair of ventral fins or wings, not 
nearly EO largo as tho pectoral pair. 
Tho wings are formed by a thiu, trans- 
parent membrane stretched over a deli- 
cate bony framework and are either, 
black, white or mottled with both. 
The upper half of tho entire fish is a 
metallic blue in color, while tho lower 
portion is a nacreous white. Black, 
prominent eyes; 
a small, prehensile 


mouth; forked tail, dorsal and anal fins, 
complete the picture of one of the most 
interesting little fishes in all nature's 
vast aquarium. 


Iu flight he darts from the water to a 


height of 20 feet and goes scudding 
away before tho wind, beating the ail 
rapidly with both wings and tail. He 
sails straight away for 1,000 feet ot 
even more, occasionally touching the 
crest of a. wave, and seeming to gain o 
new impetus by the contact.—Fores) 
aud Stream.
